Flue-cured  to"bacco    stocks  of   1,^8^  million  pounds  as  of  July  1,   1950  were 
were  5^  million  pounds  lower  than  a  year  ago.     The  lower  stocks  were  "brought 
about  largely  "by  a  heavier  volume  of  exports  as  compared  with  the  previous 
year,    although  domestic  consumption  as  indicated  "by  the  level  of  stocks  also 
was  slightly  greater.     Around  W5  million  pounds  ( farm- sal e s~we ight )  of 
flue-cured  were  exported  during  the  marketing  year,    July  19^9"*June  1950»   as 
against  3^7  million  during  the  corresponding  period  a  year  earlier. 
Indicated  domestic  disappearance  during  the  year  just  ended  was  723  million 
pounds  compared  with  about  7^5  million  the  previous  marketing  year.      Total 
indicated  disappearance  of  1,168  million  pounds  has  "been  exceeded  only 
during  the  ly-'-O'-^'t  marketing  year  "because  of  the  large  exports  that  season 
to  replenish  depleted  stocks  in  foreign  countries. 

Burley  stocks  owned  "by  dealers  and  manufacturers  on  July  1  were  1,152  millic 
pounds,    the  highest  level  on  record  for  this  quarter  and  36  mill  ion.  above 
July  1,    I9U9  holdings. 

Stocks  of  Maryland  tobacco  were  5^.9  million  pounds  this  July  1  compared  wit 
51.2  million  a  year  ago.     The*  southern  Maryland  auction  markets  "began  sales 
during  the  second  quarter,  and  around  26.9  million  pounds  were  marketed 
prior  to  July  1  from  the  19^9  crop  estimated  at  ^-lo0  million  pounds. 

Stocks  of  Foreign-grown  cigarette  and  smoking  tobacco  (Turkish  and  other)  as 
of  July  1,  1950  totaled  lUg^l  million  pounds  or  approximately  the  same  amour 
as  was  on  hand  a  year  earlier. 

DARK  TOBACCO  STOCKS 
Fire- cured  and  Dark  Air-cured  Stocks  Larger 

Fire~cured  stocks  on  hand  on  July  1,   1950   totaled  180.0  million  pounds, 
about  2o5  million  above   the  previous  July  1  inventory  for  this  class.     Of 
the  total   fire-cured  stocks  reported,    26.1  million  pounds  were  of  the 
Virginia  type;   10^.6  million  of  the  Eastern  District;   U9.O  million  of  the 
Western  District;    and  0.3  million  of   the  Henderson  Stemming.     Holdings  of 
each  type  were  slightly  larger  than  on  July  1,   19^9. 

Stocks  of  Dark  air-cured  tobacco  had  climbed  5.7  million  pounds  from  a  year 
ago.      The   increase  was  about  equally  divided  between  Type  35  &$■&■  Type  36, 
while  sto..-.kc5;of  'lype  37  changed  only  slightly.     Foldings  of  these  types 
totaled  £7:6  million  pounds  on  July  1,   1950*     Stocks  of  One  Sucker  amounted 
to  ^7.0  million  pounds,    Green  Hiver  3608  million;   and  Virginia  sun-cured 
3.8  million.

CIGAR-LEAF   STOCKS 

Stocks  of  All  Classes  of  Domestic  Cigar  Leaf  Larger; 
Inventory  of  Cuban  Leaf  Down  Sharply  from  a  Year  Ago 

Stocks  of  all  types  of  domestic  cigar-leaf  including  Puerto  Rican  in  the 
hands  of  dealers  and  manufacturers  on  July  1,   1950  totaled  383»9  million 
pounds  (farm- sales-weight)  -  an  increase  of  16.U  million  compared  with 
July  1,   I9U9.     Holdings  of  each  class,   filler,   binder,    and  wrapper,  were 
larger  than  a  year  ago.      Inventories  of  foreign-grown  cigar-leaf  this  July  1, 
totaled  I7.6  million  pounds  compared  with  22.9  million  the  previous  July  1. 

Total  holdings  of  the  cigar-filler  type*  on  July  1,   1950  of  217.8  million 
pounds  were  6.2  million  above  the  quantity  held  a  year  earlier.     Increases 
of  8.5  million  pounds  for  Type  hi  and  1.9  mill-ion  for  Types  ^2-*& 
considerably  more  than  compensated  a  decrease  of  *+.l  million  pounds  in 
Type  H6  stocks.     Stocks  of  cigar-filler  leaf  by  types  on  July  1,   1950  were, 
129.0  million  pounds  of  Pennsylvania  Seedleaf,   30.1  million  of  the  Ohio 
filler  types,   and  58.8  million  of  Puerto  Rican  filler,   of  which  32.3  million 
pounds  were  on  the  Island.     Most  of  the  19*+°r*50  crop  of  Puerto  Rican 
tobacco,   estimated  between  26  and  28  million  pounds,   was  in  stocks  prior  to 
July  1. 

Binder  type  stocks  this  July  1  were  l*+6.6  million  pounds  compared  with  139 •  3 
million  a  year  ago.     Compared  with  the  previous  July  1,   holdings  of  types  52 
and  55  were  considerably  larger,   type  51  stocks  were  approximately  the  same, 
while  the  quantity  of  type  5^  °n  hand  was  reduced  slightly.     The  holdings 
^y  types  were  divided  as  follows:   Connecticut  Valley  Broadleaf,   30.7  million 
pounds;   Connecticut  Valley  Havana  Seed,   27.2  million;  New  York  sand 
Pennsylvania  Havana  Seed,   1.6  million;   Southern  Wisconsin,   ^0.9  million; 
Northern  Wisconsin,   1+6,1  million;  and  Georgia  and  Florida  binder,   0.1 
million. 

Shade-grown  cigar-wrapper  leaf  holdings  were  19.^  million  pounds  on  July  1, 
an  increase  of  2.8  million  pounds  above  a  year  ago.     The  carryover  of 
Shade  tobacco  this  July  1  was  the  largest  on  record.     Stocks  of  Connecticut 
Valley  Shade  this  July  1  were  13.6  million  pounds  and  Georgia  and  Florida 
Shade  5. 9  million  pounds.     As  indicated  by  stocks,    disappearance  during  the 
past  marketing  year,   July  19^-June  1950,    totaled  1^.3  million  pounds 
compared  with  13.0  million  during  the  preceding  year.     The  total  indicated 
disappearance  consisted  of  9^7  million  pounds  of  Connecticut  Valley  Shade, 
and  lJ-,6  million  of  Georgia  and  Florida  shade. 

Foreign-grown  cigar-leaf  stocks  in  the  United  States  on  July  1,   1950  were 
17»6  million  pounds,   of  which  16,6  million  pounds  were  Cuban  (Havana), 
0.8  million  of  Sumatra  and  Java,   0.2  million  of  Philippine  Islands  (Manila) 
and  less  than  0.1  million  of  other  foreign-grown  cigar-leaf.     Cuban  stocks 
were  down  5«3  million  pounds  from  the  previous  July  1  level.
